(Mr. McMastet? has advised us that he never believed that Scientology is 
or was a.religion, (He said he had on occasion appeared on television 
programs and at public gatherings wearing a black suit and a Roman collar 
because Mr. Hubbard asked him toT? To him, Scientology Is a secular thing, 
a science; and.whereas he has eschewed its religious overtones he still 
practices 1t as an "auditor". He uses the E-Meter, and he cures people; 
and he believes auditing cures people. 

I interviewed^flr. McMastcrj) In (los Angeles in December 1970^when y.-e were 
preparing for the retrial of the E-Meter seizure action in the District 
of Columbia.

As you can see, 
(Reverend Milner says bad things about Mr. McMastsr: he calls him a 
Homosexual; suggests he Is a drug user; suggests that in the past he 
has been of Interest to FBI, Customs, end other regulatory bodies^ All 
or none of these allegations may or may not be so, but they would be of 
little or no Interest to FDA whether true or not.
